The article in question appeared in Popular Electronics, ca. 1969. My 
fading recollection is that the article was more of a description, not a 
construction article. 


IIRC, you need a ~50W amp with a step-up transformer (conventional PP 
output transformer applied "backwards" should work). In series with the 
transformer secondary, there should be a bias supply, around 500 VDC. Seed 
the base of the flame with a piece of glass rod to add some inorganic ions 


and you should hear some sounds. As with all things like this, extreme 
care should be observed.

#1 - I agree with your wife - keep it outta the house (until you Sheep-dip 
it). I'll bet it stinks. 

#2 - I don't know if anything is likely to be damaged by water, but if it 
was military & MFP'd, probably no problem to give it the wash treatment of 
your preference. I like David Medley's 409 spray followed by good rinse, 
followed by distilled water. To preclude future corrosion, need to use a 
light oil/solvent (like mineral spirits) mix later, to lightly coat the 
exposed metal, which is minimal if the MFP is still OK. But, that'll get 
rid of the mousey odor, maybe take 2 applications (like my R-390 did). 

#3 - My wife is sympathetic, but I won't even ask abt the oven. I make a 
cardboard box enclosure, and have a little 120vac space heater box, about 
10" cube, that will bring that box up to abt 140F, makes chassis too hot to 
touch very hard. That drives the moisture out, I also use it on newly 
painted stuff. 

#4 - I'm sure some one else will say something abt Hanta-virus.

There was also the DuKane/Electro-Voice "Ionovac" tweeters that used 
an arc in the throat of a horn. This system used a TV horizontal 
output tube (6DQ6 or whatever) as a 27 MHz osc. It was screen 
modulated with the audio. The output was a pi-net with the output 
cap being this metal probe inside of a quartz cylinder where the 

arc occured. I still have a pair of them - great hi freqs.

Hi Tony; 


Dunno what the orange powder is. Mebbe it's the powdered orange juice they 
take to the moon. Was there an HRO in any of the moon shots? Pretty sure 
it's not MFP. That's a heavy, hard, amber varnish that's impervious to 
solvents. It is best left alone. Don't hose the radio down. You'll get 
the transformers and coils full of salts that will cause corrosion no 
matter how dry you get it in the hot box. Moisture in the air will feed 
corrosion electrolysis. Best to blow the Agent Orange out while wearing a 
respirator and then spot clean the innards of the radio, being careful to 
avoid messing up coils and trimmer capacitors. It's sort of like brain 
surgery on Frankenstein's monster.
